I>epartmont of Chinese Studies ed- 
drossed the Hung Tao Society at the 
n.V.C. last night on, "The Book of 
Poetry." Dr. Kiang prefaced his vc- 
niarki by regrotting the recent loss of 
tlie large collection of Chinese books 
In Sha.nghal through the fighting

Contrary to the general conception, 
said the speaker, Confucius was not 
the author, but only the collector of 
^ the Canons which appear under his 
name, His poetry collection covers a 
period of time between the sixteenth 
and the sixth «centuries, before Christ, 
or what is)knowiy>Aj|É^^ and 
the ChoufDjrnMSeBpil^^ 
Collected Doeumsnts 
The way In which the various works 
were preserved till his day Is unique. 
Every three years, an official would 
travel throughout the Chinese Empire 
and would collect two Important wi'lt- 
ings from each state.

Pour Motor Generators Sup- 
ply Power To Copper Plant 

HIGH VOLTAGE USED 

Large Amounts Of Gold And 
Silver Are Found In 
Impurities 

.Yesterday afternoon, the third and 
fourth year electrical students were 
given an opportunity of visiting thé 
plant of the Canadian Co ppef-itliefl n- 
ers Co., In Montreal EasB^^hls 
visit was of a special interest ' to 
them as all the power In the plant 
Is supplied by cipctrlclty, provided by 
two ïlnes of 13,000 'volts ,èach. 

The ' switches are located In an 
outdoor sub-station and equipped 
w|t|j' ». three ph^ transformer bank 
and a low voltage ' Is obtained by 
means of four' motor-generators, 
supplied by a 2,200^ volt' clfMlt.'^^'As 
ï)ôwçr' Is à very Impbrtani'^. Item 
great . accuracy is required and the 
meters are ' calibrated every two 
weeks; , the machines are cooled by 
a draught passage In tlie basement. 
-■ -'-Plates Become Anodsi. 
^Raw copper Is . purchased In Inpots 
of 300 to 400 pounds, and .cast Into 
plates which become anodes In the 
eleotro-lytlc process. . In the first 
set of baths, tho cathodes are pure 
copper plates on which .the. pure 
côpjiêr "deposits to about a. depth of 
about :. onç;^ixteenth of . an ■ inch. 
^hesq,.l>latbs are coated with oil, so 
tha.t tlio jleçosit of copper may be 
i-emoved'-^Jn' a sheet; this process 
takes, about.,24 hours.
